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The Geology Of The Church

LAST month we discussed the 

biology of the Church. This 
month we shall take up the geolo- 
gy of the Church. 


Geology is that department of science 
which treats of the history of the earth 
as recorded in the rocks. Scientists, 
who subscribe to the evolutionary hypo- 
thesis, have sought to produce a chron- 
ological account of the origin and de- 
velopment of life on this planet, by al- 
leged findings in the earth’s crust. These 
men deal in fossils. 


The earliest beginning of geological 
thought is nebulous to us today, being 
veiled in myth and legend. Aristotle, 
the Greek philosopher, believed earth- 
quakes resulted from subterranean 
winds, and spoke of their relation to 
volcanoes. In the sixth century B. C., 
the presence of marine shells far in- 
land was taken as evidence that the 
op had been elevated from: beneath 

e sea. 


Nicholas Steno, who died in 1687, 
worked out certain geological theories, 
that tended to systematize the study of 
tock formations. It remained for J. E. 
Guettard, a hundred years later, to pre- 
pare the first geological maps... 


Like the theologian who wrests a text, 
in the Book of Books, from its context, 
thus making a passage of Scripture say 
what it does not . .. so also, we have 
with us, the scientist who insists on 
wrenching scientific data from its right- 
ful place in the Book of Nature, thus 
making geology say what it does not! 


When the materialist undertakes to 
calculate the age of the earth and the 
antiquity of man by studying the for- 
mation of rocks, he is engaging in spec- 
ulation. This reminds us that there is 
a vast difference between the theories 
of scientists, and the facts of science. It 
has been correctly stated that “science 
is knowledge gained and verified.” 


No department of science has suffer- 
ed more at the hands of its friends, due 
to theorizing, than geology. 


During the latter part of the 


eighteenth century, Abraham Gottlob 
Werner, a German mineralogist, worked 
out the idea that the crust of the earth 
is like the layers on a cake. In the 
lower stratum, fossils of simple life 
forms were said to be found, while in 
the upper stratum, the fossils were more 
complex. Unfortunately, Werner lived 
and died without traveling more than a 
hundred miles from home. The theory 
for calculating the alleged development 
of man, from_a water animal to a hu- 
man being, cannot be said to rest upon 
accurate observation. 

Biographers refer to Werner as “an 
enthusiast.” He is credited with “rigid 
adherence to his own doctrines in the 
face of evidence to the contrary.” Yet, 
to him, more than any other one per- 
son, we are indebted for the idea of 
stratigraphic classification. 

It is, of course, disconcerting to evo- 
lutionists when simple fossils are found 
where only complex fossils should be 
located—and vice versa. Moreover, the 
so-called older rocks often appear above 
and the younger rocks below. 


According to modern theories, there 
are five layers in the cake. In the 
lower layer, geologists purport to find 
the first evidences of life; there was not 
much left to tell the tale. In the sec- 
ond layer, where younger rocks are sup- 
posed to. be located, fossil evidence of 
hydra, earth worms, clams, oysters and 
such things, is claimed. In the third 
age, remains of snakes, turtles, croco- 
diles and lizards appear. In the fourth 
geological period, the evolutionist pur- 
ports to find fossils of mammals, that 
is, animals that nurse their young. And 
in the fifth layer of the cake, which is 
supposed to contain the youngest rocks, 
human fossils are found. 


Now, to find fossil remains of man in 
the Triassic layer of the cake, for in- 
stance, would indicate that the rocks 
are topsy-turvy, for humans were not 
yet supposed to have appeared when 
the third stratum of rocks was laid 
down. In Triassic layers, the orthodox 
evolutionist insists that only the re- 
mains of snakes, turtles and lizards 
may be found. Man is not supposed to 


have arrived until at least 30-million 
years after the Triassic rocks took their 
place. 


In March, 1922, John T. Reid, a 
member of the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers, was working in the 
mountains of Pershing County, Ne- 
vada, and came upon a perfect fossil 
shoe in Triassic. It was a child’s shoe. 


What does this mean? It has been 
remarked that snakes and lizards were 
operating Connecticut shoe factories in 
Nevada, turning out children’s shoes, 
30-million years before man arrived on 
the scenes. 


This particular fossil was shown to 
several university professors, and they 
all agreed that it was found in Triassic 
formation. They said it looked exactly 
like a shoe, but that it had to be a 
“freak of nature.” 


In geological science, the theory of 
man’s animal origin hits the rocks! 

Professor George McCready Price, a 
specialist in this field of scientific en- 
deavor, a scholar who rejects the evolu- 
tionary hypothesis, finds in the condi- 
tion of the earth’s crust, evidence of a 
Deluge—at which time an antediluvian 
civilization perished under water. He 
calls this view, Catastrophism.

[ee TERM Geology of the Church, 
is of course, a play upon words. 


But it is a fact, that the Church, the 
greatest institution the world has ever 
known, rests upon a rock foundation. 
Said the Founder of the Church: “And 
I say also unto thee, That thou art 
Peter, and UPON THIS ROCK I will 
build by church; and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.” 


Throughout both the Old and New 
Testaments, the term rock is associated 
with spiritual stability and eternal veri- 
ties. The same metaphor figures prom- 
inently in matters pertaining to Chris- 
tian worship, particularly hymnology. 

Many of our modern hymns breathe 
the spirit of David’s Psalms. “The Lord

Arriving at noon today, via Con- 
tinental Air Lines, with his sweet 
little daughter, Geraldine, he was 
whisked away by automobile to a 
luncheon group of Colorado preach- 
ers and laymen for an important 
session, then hurried through an af- 
ternoon of heavy duties, and after 
that to the pulpit at night, for the 
first of three meetings, at which he 
stirred the great crowds who wel- 
comed him.

The gentleman from Kansas made 
the audiences follow him every step 
of the way. They did not want to 
miss a syllable. He is one man in 
America who has always contended 
for every word inside the covers of 
the Book; nothing will be expunged; 
all will be accepted; nothing will be 
modified. He preaches the Word in 
all its purity. with all his strength 
and takes an awful fall out of those 
who try to destroy our precious 
Faith. 

Dr. Winrod has always lived ahead 
of his time. Timid souls who can 
not keep up with him, are sometimes 
caught whining. gasping, yelping, 
often out of jealousy.

That's the way tens of thousands of 
others feel. : 


Because of his attacks upon Com- 
munism, Nazism, Fascism, New Deal- 
ism, and dictatorial ideas of govern- 
ment in general, the enemies of God 
have caused him to be attacked and 
systematically smeared from every 
possible source, but in spite of the 
enemy smear campaign and the left- 
wing advocates, greater crowds than 
ever before, turned out to hear him 
in the three-day Conference just 
closed.

“For in the time of trouble he shall 
hide me in his pavilion: in the secret 
of his tabernacle shall he hide me; he 
shall set me upon a rock.” Psalms 27:5. 


“For thou art my rock and my fort- 
ress; therefore for thy name’s sake 
lead me, and guide me.” Psalms 31:3. 


“He only is my rock and my salva- 
tion: he is my defence; I shall not be 
moved.” Psalms 62:6: 


A phrase-by-phrase study of Psalms 
18:2 will convey more clearly the con- 
tent of David’s thought. 


“The Lord is my rock.” The Hebrew 
word for rock, in this instance, is cela 
... one of the meanings being, a fort- 
ress, a place of protection, concealment 
and security. 


“My rock ... my God, my strength.” 
Here, the terms rock and deity are used 
interchangeably. We will discover pres- 
ently, that the same thought is carried 
over into the New Testament, where the 
deity of Christ becomes the rock foun- 
dation of the Church. 


“The horn of my salvation.” The 
horn, as a weapon of attack or defense, 
possessed by some of the strongest ani- 
mals, is a frequent emblem of power. 


“And my high tower.” This implies 
implicit trust in God,' high or beyond, 
the reach of danger. 


Some of the most meaningful hymns 
of the Church in our day, are associated 
with the same thought. We enjoy 
singing about our Faith being builded 
upon a rocklike foundation. 


In his book Music In Evangelism, 
Rev. Phil Kerr tells how A. M. Top- 
lady came to write the song all true 
Christians love, “Rock of Ages.” ... 


It was October 1775. Toplady wrote 
a treatise on the fact of sin, the remedy 
for sin, and the necessity of a Saviour 
to deliver man from sin. He concluded 
his manuscript with the immortal lines: 
“Rock of ages, cleft for me, Let me 
hide myself in Thee! Foul, I to the 
fountain fly, Wash me, Saviour, or I 
die!” = 

His analysis of the sin problem was 
interesting and novel. He enumerated 
the sins of the average mortal being 
and found that a man at the age of 
fifty, would have committed “1576 


millions and 800 thousands” transgres- 
sions. He argued that there was no 
way in the world, for a human being 
to pay such a debt. Man, upon his 
own resources, was found to be helpless. 


Yet, a means had been provided for 
cancellation of the debt. There was a 
remedy for sin. The penalty was met 
on Calvary by “Christ who hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law.” 
Toplady brought his discussion to a 
close with the words of this grand old 
hymn-poem of the Church. 


Lorenz says: “The Scriptural basis of 
the hymn may be found in the cleft of 
the rock of Exodus 33:22, the smitten 
rock of Exodus 17:6, the interpretation 
of the rock, First Corinthians 10:4, and 
the story of the crucifixion, John 19:34.” 


The frequent Old Testament refer- 
ences to rock-ribbed reliance upon God, 
invariably pointed forward prophetic- 
ally, to the coming of the One, to Whom 
Paul referred, in First Corinthians 10:4, 
“And did all drink the same spiritual 
drink: for they drank of that spiritual 
Rock that followed them: and that 
Rock was Christ.” 


This brings us to the rendezvous on 
the coasts of Caesarea Philippi, where 
the little Church is seated in a semi- 
circle around the Master. There were 
twelve members. 


“And Jesus answered, and said unto 
him, Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona: 
for flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven. And I say also unto thee, 
That thou art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it.” 
Matthew 16:17-18. 


The phrase Simon-Barjona, means 
literally “son of Jonah.” It is used by 
our Lord, (1) to contrast Peter, the 
fisherman, and the Old Testament char- 
acter, whose personality is more clearly 
associated with water than any other 
individual, and (2) to denote Peter’s 
humble fleshly extraction and thus 
make more vivid, his later spiritual 
exaltation as the orator of Pentecost. 


Peter was a man of the great out-of- 
doors. He was rough, rugged, impul- 
sive, and sometimes blustering; always 
frank, open, sincere, candid. 


Our Lord asked: “Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am?” Several 
answers were given. Then came the 
direct question: “But whom say ye that 
I am?” Peter, supernaturally illumin- 
ated, replied: “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” And the Lord 
said: “Upon this rock I will build my

church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” 


What was the rock? 


Some have insisted that the foregoing 
conversation virtually made Peter the 
chief patriarch, or leader, of the Church. 
But this is not borne out by history. 
Paul, not Peter, gave direction to the 
early Church. The writings, of the 
specially called Apostle to the Gentiles, 
became the basis of Christian theology. 


An examination of the original Greek 
text is necessary, in order to understand 
the depth of our Lord’s thought— 
thoughts so imperfectly conveyed in the 
English language. Two entirely differ- 
ent words are used ... petros and Petra. 

(1) “Thou art Peter (petros),” mean- 
ing an insecure pebble, or rolling stone. 

(2) “Upon this rock (Petra),” mean- 
ing something entirely different, an im- 
movable, indestructible formation. 

Thus, the passage reads: “And I say 
unto thee, That thou art petros, and 
upon this Petra I will build my church.”

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The term Petra was a reference to His 
own deity. The language of the Master 
was therefore, such as to confirm Peter’s 
confession, “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” 


The Church's one foundation, 
Is Jesus Christ, her Lord;

By analogy, we think of another 
rock—the rock which Moses smote dur- 
ing Israel’s desert wanderings. Camp 
had been pitched at Rephidim but 
there was no water to drink. Lips 
were parched, mouths became dry, 
death stared the people in the face. 


Moses was directed to smite the 
rock of Horeb, and as he did so, there 
gushed from it a crystal stream of 
sparkling water in the desert. The 
thirst of everyone was quenched. 


In like manner, the twelve were 
shown a great rock of truth. The 
smitten rock in Horeb typified the 
smitten body of Christ. This was in 
Paul’s mind when he wrote the Corin- 
thian Church: “And did all drink the 
same spiritual drink; for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed them: 
and that Rock was Christ.” 


On the day of Pentecost, after one 
hundred and twenty persons had prayed 
unceasingly, Peter stood before the peo- 
ple to deliver the Pentecostal oration. 
Thousands of sermons have been 
preached since that day, but none have 
equaled it for power, unction, logic and 
effectiveness. “Ye men of Israel, hear 
these words,” he shouted, “Jesus of 
Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you by miracles and wonders 
and signs, which God did by him in the 
midst of you, as ye yourselves also 
know: Him, being delivered by the de- 
terminate counsel and fore-knowledge 
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of God, ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain: Whom 
God hath raised up, having loosed the 
pains of death: because it was not pos- 
sible that he should be holden of it.” 


In substance, this was the same mes- 
sage that Peter had expressed in his 
remark to Jesus: “Thou art the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.” In other 
words, the theme of Peter’s Pentecostal 
address was THE DEITY OF CHRIST. 
And this was the “Rock” upon which 
Christ had promised to build His 
Church. 


At Pentecost, Peter smote this great 
“Rock” of truth, and a crystal stream 
of liying water came gushing out, to 
flow down through the centuries, as 
truly as water came from the smitten 
rock in Horeb, to quench thirst during 
the desert experience. 


This mighty current, the Church of 
Jesus Christ, has poured through nine- 
teen hundred years of human history, 
and has reached as our Lord said, to 
the “uttermost part of the earth.” 


Out of this Rock came the Church, 
and with the passing of the centuries, 
Christians have engaged themselves in 
the task of digging denominational 
ditches. Some of these ditches have 
been shallow; some crooked, and 
dammed up by bigotry and prejudice, 
but wherever the stream from Pente- 
cost has flowed, there the Holy Spirit 
has been pleased to manifest Himself. 


This reminds us that the Church is of 
supernatural beginning. Its origin is 
different from that of any other organi- 
zation the world has ever known. Our 
present danger is the loss of this con- 
sciousness. With the invasion of the 
Social Gospel and Modernism, the 
sense of divinity is being destroyed. 
Materialistic naturalism has been sub- 
stituted for the vital content of histori- 
cal and evangelical Christianity. 


Someone has correctly said: “Jesus 
Christ is enough God for me.” As 
Christians, we rest our faith, or hope, 
upon the fact of His deity. “Upon 
this rock,” we build our whole philos-

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The Christ With A Broken Heart

66 A ND being in an agony, he prayed 

more earnestly; and his sweat 
was, as it were, great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground.” Luke 
22:44. 


“Reproach hath broken my heart: 
and I am full of heaviness.” Psalms 
69:30. 


The Old Testament brings before us 
many pen pictures and types of the 
Christ, Who was predicted to come. 


The opening book of the Bible con- 
tains a description of the first man, 
Adam, who is a type of the second 
Adam. As Adam is the federal head 
of the human race .. . so also Christ 
is the federal head of the new race. 


When the first humanity crashed at 
the time of the Fall of Man, plans for 
building a new humanity were an- 
nounced. “The first man Adam was 
made a living soul. The last man Adam 
was made a quickening spirit.” “The 
first man is of the earth earthy; the 
second man is the Lord from heaven.” 
“As in Adam all die; so in Christ all 
shall be made alive.” 


Human life flows from the first 
Adam .. . eternal life flows from the 
second Adam. Paul, in his letters, 
draws a comparison between the first 
and the second Adams. A few of his 
parallelisms are as follows: 

In Adam all die. In Christ all made 
alive. 

The first Adam. The last Adam. 

A living soul. A quickening spirit. 

Natural. Spiritual. 

Out of the earth. Out of heaven: 

Earthy. Heavenly. 

Image of the earthy. Image of the 
heavenly. 

Dead in trespasses and sins. Alive 
unto God. 

Children of wrath. Children of God. 

Under judgment, condemned. Justi- 
fied and accepted. 

Far-off. Made nigh. 

Without God. Brought to God. 

Enemies. Reconciled. 

Hath not life. Hath eternal life. 

The Bride of Christ 

Our attention is directed to another 
type of Christ in the opening pages of 
the Bible. A deep sleep came upon 
Adam, and by a mysterious process, a 
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bride was taken from his side. We 
read that God made a woman for 
Adam. The word made, in the original 
text, actually means builded. God 
“builded” Adam a bride. It was a 
“deep sleep” that came upon him. There 
is a difference between “sleep” and 
“deep sleep.” A “deep sleep” means 
that Adam went into an unconscious 
state. 


Now, let us look down the vista of 
the centuries to Calvary. The second 
Adam is in a “deep sleep’—the sleep 
of death. A spear was plunged into 
His side, and forthwith came blood and 
water, for the cleansing of His Church. 
His blood was shed that His bride, the 
Church, might be born. As the bride 
came of the first Adam, from his side 

. so also the Church came from the 
side of the second Adam. The Church 
is to Christ what Eve was to Adam. 


God builded for Adam a woman, and 
Christ is building a Church. Every re- 
generate mortal is a member of the 
Church. The book of Ephesians is the 
Church book of the Bible. In it Paul 
says: “Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it.” 


Consider Isaac, the son of Abraham. 
Isaac’s birth involved a miracle, for 
Abraham was one hundred years old 
and Sarah was barren. The birth of 
Christ was a miracle. He was “con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost and born of 
the Virgin Mary.” 

Abraham was about to offer Isaac in 
sacrifice. He bound the child on the 
altar. He even had his arm raised, 
when the voice of Jehovah spoke. 
Isaac was raised up. This is a type of 
Christ on the cross, offered for the sins 
of the world. As Abraham raised Isaac 
from the altar of sacrifice . . . so also 
Christ was raised from the dead. 


Isaac’s name was given to him before 
he was born. Likewise Christ was 
named before He was born. “The 
angel said: Thou shalt call his name 
Jesus, for he shall save his people from 
their sins.” 

Isaac wanted a bride. His father 
Abraham sent the chief servant Eliezer, 
into a far country, in search of a wife 
for his son. Isaac and his bride are 
types of Christ and His Church. 


Abraham’s servant, typifies the Holy 
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Spirit who is in the earth, seeking out 
a bride for Christ. 


When the servant found Rebekah, 
she joined the caravan at once and 
started home with Eliezer. As the party 
drew near, a man was seen walking to- 
ward them in the field. She inquired 
and learned that it was Isaac coming 
to meet her. She leaped from the camel 
and ran to meet him. 

When Christ returns, His living 
Church, His bride, will run to meet 
Him. “We which are alive and remain 
until the coming of the Lord,” will run 
to meet Him. 





The Inevitable Cross 


The children of Israel were wandering 
in the Wilderness. Hardships develop- 
ed and they began to grumble. They 
forgot God. They forgot the Red Sea 
experience. They forgot the fire by 
night. They forgot the pillar by day. 
They demanded death for their leader. 


Then they ran into a nest of serpents. 
People were soon dying in large num- 
bers. Finally, a marvelous thing hap- 
pened—Moses raised up a flaming ser- 
pent of brass and all who looked on it 
were healed. 

In the conversation with Nicodemus, 
Jesus said: “As Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of man be lifted up.” 


The phrase “lifted up” appears five 
times in the book of John. 


He “must be lifted up.” He “must 
die.” His death was “foreordained be- 
fore the foundation of the world.” “He 
was made sin.” “He was made a curse 
for us.” “Cursed is everyone that hang- 
eth on a tree.” Jesus had to die on a 
cross. 


They tried to mob Him in a syna- 
gogue. They tried to stone Him. They 
tried to throw Him over a cliff. They 
tried to kill Him with a lash. All at- 
tempts failed, because He had to die 


on a cross. 
— Turn To Page 8. 
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In Eden it was announced that He 
would bruise the serpent’s head, and it 
was also predicted that the serpent 
would bruise His heel. Crucifixion is 
the only mode of execution that bruises 
the human heel. When the nails were 
driven through the ankle bones, His 
heel was pressed tight against the cross 
and bruised. It was inevitable that He 
should die on a cross. 


The night was full of tragedy. The 
Passover moon was high. Two hours 
had passed since Judas left the table. 
Already the Lord had awakened His 
disciples three times. A mob had as- 
sembled in the garden. Jesus knew His 
hour had come. He gave up 
voluntarily. They did not need to treat 
Him as a common criminal, but they 
did. The Jews demanded it. His trial 
was illegal, according to Roman law, 
for more than twenty reasons. He was 
charged with blasphemy. Later the 
charge was changed to sedition. 


Let it be remembered that Jesus 
Christ did not die by crucifixion. It 
was not the cross that killed Him. He 
gave His life; no one took it from Him. 
It requires many hours, or even days, 
to die by crucifixion. Death by cruci- 
fixion is a slow, lingering process. There 
are instances where victims have hung 
on crosses for as long as three days, 
before being pronounced dead. 


A Broken Heart 


Two men were hanging on crosses by 
His side. Pilate granted permission to 
break the legs of the three, and thus 
hasten death. The Passover Sabbath 
was approaching, and the Jews did not 
want it profaned. It was all right to 
assassinate the Son of God, but to 
break a Talmudic law would have been 
unpardonable! 


Roman officials gave consent and 
soldiers were sent to break the legs of 
the three dying men. When the soldiers 
reached Jesus, they found He was al- 
ready dead. They were surprised that 
He should have died so soon. He was 
only a young man in the prime of life, 
strong and healthy. They asked: “How 
does it happen that He is dead?” 


Notice please . . . the authorities or- 
dered the soldiers to break the bones 
of Christ’s body, but they did not. 
Why? Because Psalms 34:20 had de- 
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creed: “He keepeth all his bones, not 
one of them is brokén.” God, speaking 
through His prophet, had said in sub- 
stance: “Keep your hands off the bones 
of the body of My Son. They must 
not be broken.” 


The Roman law could be broken... 
but the bones of the Son of God could 
not be broken. 


To make certain that Jesus was real- 
ly dead, and not merely in a swoon, a 
soldier plunged a spear into His side, 
and “forthwith came blood and water.” 
The soldier had to use a spear, because 
it was predicted in Zechariah 12:10: 
“They shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced.” That day, true to pro- 
phecy, the Jews looked upon Him whom 
they pierced. 


If Jesus did not die of crucifixion, 
then, how did He die? Medical men 
who have examined the evidence think 
they have a clue as to the cause of His 
death. The fact that blood and water 
came from His side, indicates that He 
actually died of a broken heart. 


There is such a thing as loving so 
deeply, and suffering in great emotion- 
al agony, to such a depth of remorse, 
that the physical heart organ collapses. 
Water and blood from the side is scien- 
tific evidence of a broken heart. This 
is the way Jesus Christ loved sinners. 
Had you been the only lost soul in the 
world, He would have willingly given 
His life for you! 


Christ actually died of a ruptured 
heart. For this reason He was already 
dead when the soldiers came to examine 
Him. They had to hasten death for the 
two thieves, but our Lord had already 
died of a broken heart. 


Now, we have the testimony of Luke, 
a physician, who has left a careful 
record. He was an expert, schooled in 
the science of his day. He wrote of 
the bloody sweat that oozed through 
the pores of Christ’s body. “Being in 
an agony, he prayed more earnestly, 
and his sweat was, as it were, great 
drops of blood falling down on the 
ground.” 


Turning again to the prophecies, we 
find David speaking of our Lord’s ag- 
ony, in these words: “Reproach hath 
broken my heart.” 


The fact that His sweat was blood 
is further proof that His heart was rup- 
tured. It will also be recalled that He 
was so weak, from the loss of blood, 
He could not carry the cross up the hill 
of Calvary. 


There He hangs, the broken-hearted 
Christ:-;...'. 


O Love that wilt not let me go, 

I rest my weary soul in Thee, 

I give Thee back the love I owe, 
That in Thine ocean depths its tlow 
Might richer, fuller be.

It is one of the mercies of our Heav- 
enly Father that He permits the hand 
of time to erase from our memory the 
bitter things of life, while we remember 
the pleasant experiences of the past. 
We remember the roses while we forget 
the thorns. Does it not seem strange 
that in reviewing your yesterdays they 
seem more beautiful than the present? 


The reason is, that God given en- 
abling, causes you to forget the dark 
and somber things of the past, while 
you remember the bright and the beau- 
tiful. From this it would appear that 
after all, the pleasant and lovely, the 
good and the true, are the things that 
abide.

During his discourse he said, 
“Your roses may have thorns but don’t 
forget, your thorns may have some 
roses, too!” 


Prof. Kenneth Wells, one of our gift- 
ed evangelistic singers being seated be- 
side me on the platform, remarked: 
“Brother Lillenas, do you not think 
that would make a good theme for a 
Gospel song?” I replied that I thought 
it had too many briars to make a prac- 


tical song but nevertheless, the idea 
lingered with me, and within a few davs 
I had written both words and mus‘;, 
Within a week I sang it as a solo to my 
congregation. Since that time the song 
has become popular and gone into vir- 
tually every community in this country 
—and other nations. It has found its way 
to radio microphones, and is used in 
hospitals, sick rooms, jails, peniten- 
tiaries and at funerals, in addition to 
becoming a congregational number.

ssTN A DREAM, in a vision of the 

night, when deep sleep falleth upon 
men, in slumberings upon the bed; 
Then he openeth the ears of men, and 
sealeth their instruction.” — Job 33: 
15,16. 


The region of barren, arctic waste, 
lying at the extreme northern end of 
Norway, is known as the Norwegian 
Finnmark. It was thus named because 
of the many Finns who poured over 
the border to settle alongside their 
Scandinavian brethren in the North 
Cape area, leaving the pestilence of war, 
oppression and famine behind. 


Honningsvag is a village of one 
thousand population located in this 
territory, and is said to be the north- 
ernmost community in the world. 


Here, on this outer fringe of civili- 
zation, where the country is a snowy 
desert most of the year . . . shrouded 
in darkness during the cold, polar 
winters, these rugged Scandinavian peo- 


’ ple have built homes, churches and 


schools. They have established com- 
munities that pursue normal ways of 
living. They are deeply religious. 


This isolated region of fjords and 
fishing folk, reindeer and arctic cli- 
mate, gave to the world a strange and 
gifted man whose prophecies have been 
studied throughout Europe. His name 
was Anton Johanson. He was a de- 
vout student of the Bible, a man of 
prayer, a follower of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who testified to the experience 
of personal salvation through faith in 
the finished work of Calvary. 


Christian leaders credit him with 
having enjoyed a peculiar type of min- 
istry. They tell us of his mysterious 
actions and deeds, prophetic utterances, 
and Christlike humility. They say 
that he was a person of extraordinary 
spiritual attainments. His career has 
challenged the best thought of theolo- 
gians, scientists and philosophers. 


No one who acquaints himself with 
the story of Johanson’s life, will deny 
that he possessed rare prophetic dis- 
cernment. Indeed, this became the 
opinion of certain Crowned Heads of 
Europe, Prime Ministers and other 
leading Statesmen in 1914—men whom 
he visited before that fatal year, using 
meager savings, earned as a fisherman 
and surveyor’s assistant, to finance his 
travels from country to country. He 
seems to have put forth a sincere ef- 
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fort to warn of the disaster which later 
struck with Satanic fury. 


In his discourse at Pentecost, the 
Apostle Peter declared that in the last 
days, God would “pour out” His Spirit 
“upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your Uaughters shall prophesy, and 
your young men shall see visions, and 
your old men shall dream dreams.” 
Many true Christians do not count it 
irreverent to attribute Anton Johan- 
son’s intuitive impulses and prophetic 
knowledge, to the fulfillment of this 
sublime promise. 


There is no record of Johanson hav- 
ing made any extraordinary claims for 
himself. He seemed to consider his 
visions in a matter of fact way, with a 
complete absence of egotism. No per- 
son of intelligence would say or imply, 
that his disclosures were in any sense 
comparable to the revelations of Scrip- 
ture. But the precision with which 


events followed his predictions, would 


seem to indicate that a prophetic més- 
sage was entrusted to him. 


Back in the year 1907, Johanson be- 
gan a series of prophetical writings. 
They anticipated a world conflagration 
in 1914, to be followed by an interna- 
tional sweep of Socialism, atheism, 
revolutions, wars, epidemics, disasters, 
disturbances in nature, and other 
catastrophic changes. These writings 
began to appear in both religious and 
secular periodicals of the Scandinavian 
countries shortly after they were writ- 
ten. Later, this material was publish- 
ed in a large volume, in the Swedish 
language. 


A Minister of Swedish descent in 
Wichita, Kansas, Rev. Kenneth Peter- 




















son, says that Scandinavian families 
throughout the world, are familiar with 
Johanson’s works. A great number 
of these people have literally lived 
with the prophecies outlined therein. 


When the eruption of political forces 
occurred last year in Europe, the writ- 
ings of Anton Johanson began to be 
studied, in a new way, by Swedish 
Christians. Those who still spoke the 
— tongue, reached eagerly to their 
bookshelves for copies. What they dis- 
covered was most gratifying. They 
found accounts, written years ago, of 
many things they were then reading 
about in the newspapers. (Only recent- 
ly, these writings have been made 
available in the English language, 
thanks to the literary labors of Rev. 
Nathaniel Carlson of Minneapolif, Min- 
nesota.) 


For instance, in describing a period 
of great distress to follow the World 
War, Johanson forecast that the city 
of London would be razed to the 
ground. The greatest destruction visit- 


‘ed upon England would be wrought 


in this area. He envisioned huge build- 
ings and industrial centers reduced to 
twisted wreckage and debris. Rail- 
roads and docks were to be completely 
destroyed. You can read it for your- 
self in his book! 


On the other side of the Channel, he 
— Turn To Page 16. 
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predicted destruction for Hamburg, 
chief shipping and industrial artery of 
Germany. The terrors of Hamburg 
were to be next to the British Capital 
in extent. 


One man testifies that on the very 
day he read this prophetical account 
from the pen of Johanson, news- 
papers carried headlines of a fierce as- 
sault upon London by German war- 
planes, and night reprisals on Hamburg 
by the Royal Air Force. Both cities 
seem to be the chief military objectives, 
and have suffered incalculable damage. 


Johanson could not have written 
more vividly of modern aerial com- 
bat, were he today a foreign correspond- 
ent on the European front: “There 
were other implements and machines of 
warfare used that are not to be found 
now. Aeroplanes and airships were 
considerably larger and more develop- 
ed than now. And if I discerned right, 
they seemed to be connected with fine 
steel wires. These airships came in 
great swarms or flotillas, like huge 
clouds, enclosed in masses of smoke, 
disgorging great quantities of shells and 
bombs over the earth below.” 


When he wrote of airplanes being 
connected with “fine steel wires,” he 
was probably making reference to 
modern, two-way radio facilities and 
its important place in commanding 
huge squadrons of warplanes from a 
central base on the ground. 


It seems almost incredible that one 
who took up his pen so many years 
ago, should have written of current 
events with such accuracy. It is not 
difficult to imagine the commotion 
which this phenomenon created in cir- 
cles that had access to these remarkable 
prophetic documents. 


So impressed was Mr. Carlson, that 
he resolved to translate and publish a 
section of Johanson’s work in English. 
This commendable task has now been 
completed and made available in the 
form of a 100-page, paper-bound book, 
which sells for 50 cents. Mr. Carlson 
found it necessary to make a trip to 
Norway and Sweden in order to conduct 


first-hand observations and assemble 
needed material. 


In introducing the English transla- 
tion he says: “The story of this singu- 
lar man, his deep Christian life, his 
fervent and zealous interest in his fel- 
lowmen, his remarkable visions and 
predictions, and his unswerving faith- 
fulness in carrying the message to the 
world that the Lord had given him, 
made a deep impression on the writer 
and compiler of the present book, when 
he read an account of it the first time. 


“As nothing has appeared about him 
in the English language, he has felt 
an urgent prompting to make it avail- 
able to our American Christian people 
and others who would read it, sincere- 
ly hoping that it may have the wide 
distribution of which it is worthy. We 


hope that the young people and others, 


of our Churches may find it interest- 
ing and thought-provoking. And this 
so much more as we see many of the 
visions and predictions being fulfilled, 
and others coming to pass before our 
very eyes.”

ANTON JOHANSON’S predictions 

regarding the turbulent period fol- 
lowing the World War, are as 
astounding as those relating to the 
conflict itself. A few random quota- 
tions, that seem to stand out in bold 
relief, have been chosen from Mr. Carl- 
son’s English version — but these ex- 
cerpts barely touch the fringe of the 
many interesting facts here recorded. 
Compare the following paragraphs with 
the present scheme of things. 


“The World War was to be followed 
by great political upheavals, fearful 
epidemics, periods of distress and pov- 


erty.” This era was characterized by 
revolution, influenza, depression ‘and 
breadlines. 


“Socialism and its derivatives would 
make great progress over the whole 
world.” Everyone knows that Com- 
munism, Fascism and Nazism sprang 
from the loins of Marxist Socialism. 


“By then Socialism had drawn great 
multitudes of the world’s inhabitants 
into its maelstrom of infidelity and 
Godlessness.” The attack of interna- 
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tional atheistic propaganda, through 
the vehicle of organized Communism, 
is now a matter of record. 


“The word revolution, or violent in- 
terior disturbances, was mentioned to 
me about many countries in Europe, 
but also about some outside of that 
continent. Russia, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary in the first place, next 
also to England and Italy; America, 
Canada, India and China, and many 
colonies of the European countries.” 
Current history attests the veracity of 
these prognostications. 


“Concerning Russia . . . war, revo- 
lutions and afflictions would take such 
an enormous toll of human lives in 
that country that no one would ever 
know how many people perished there.” 
What a perfect description of the red 
terrorism that later enveloped Russia. 
How many millions of Christians have 
been butchered by the Lenins, Trotskys, 
Litvinoffs and Stalins will never be 
known. 


“In England the disturbances should 
be worst in the southern parts. Eng- 
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land is standing before an abyss and 
would be falling into it.’ Mr. Carl- 
son is authority for the statement that 
many people accused Johanson of be- 
ing prejudiced against Great Britain 
because of the many calamities he 
predicted for that Empire. But he would 
always reply: “No, I am not; but I 
can’t help that I have seen what I 
have seen.” He anticipated rebellion 
and trouble in British colonies, especial- 
ly in India. 


“About revolutions in Finland and 
its liberation from Russia I heard that 
its freedom would be short, and that 
its people should come under the Rus- 
sian yoke again and be oppressed worse 
than in the days of the Czarist regime. 
Much blood should flow in this coun- 
try.” In fulfillment of this prophecy, 
Finland enjoyed a short respite of 
freedom, only to be beaten to her knees 
again by Russia. a few months ago. 


“The Scandinavian countries did not 
escape political turmoil either. Social- 
ism also came through here with com- 
plete victory. ... I heard the word revo- 
lution mentioned but did not see any 
bloodshed in connection with it.” 
Johanson’s native Norway has not “es- 
caped” the terror of war. Sweden is 
a complete Socialist State. Two other 
countries of this area are now con- 
trolled by Germany, a National Social- 
ist power. 


“There appeared to be a new war 
in the Balkans, this time against Tur- 
key, in which Greece also took an ac- 
tive part. In the districts south of 
Constantinople, I saw long battlelines 
and bloody encounters and heard that 
Turkey was threatened with: elimina- 
tion from among independent states.” 
According to current press dispatches, 
Turkey and Greece are now in ominous 
positions because of their past ties with 
Great Britain. 


“I heard that the Jews would return 
to their country in great numbers.” Mr. 
Carlson adds a note: “Since this was 
published the first time, the Balfour 
declaration about Palestine has taken 
place.” 
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“I. heard, that the French had lost 
their earlier power, and that there was 
danger of them losing a part of North 
France.” This statement requires no 
comment. ... 


By the time the Reader reaches this 
point in the present article, he will be 
asking what, if anything, Johanson may 
have said about the United States. 
Indeed, several references are made to 
our Country, but one sentence must 
suffice for the present: 


“America,” says the seer, “five wars 
awaited that country in the future, of 
which there were two very violent civil 
wars, that end with the breaking up of 
America into four or five smaller feder- 
ations. One of the greater of these 
was caused by complications with 
Canada.” 


This is far from being a pleasant pic- 
ture, and certainly Johanson was not 
infallible. He could be mistaken. 
Moreover, he advanced the idea in his 
writings that the power of prayer some- 
times changed the course of events, and 
made the outcome different from orig- 
inal impressions which came to him. 


The fact remains, however, that the 
foreign policies of our government, have 
placed us in an awkward position in the 
great family of nations. The coun- 
tries toward which we have developed 
the strongest antagonisms, are triumph- 
ing in both Europe and the Orient. This 
places us in a precarious position. We 
are making enemies on all sides. The 
reference to “complications with 
Canada” also offers food for thought. 


Following the collapse of France, the 
British and French peoples became bit- 
ter foes. Should England go down 
under the blows of the Rome-Berlin 
Axis, it is not difficult to imagine hatred 
crystallizing on the part of British sub- 
jects against this Nation. Canada has 
always assumed an attitude of selfish- 
ness and arrogance toward the United 
States. 


Being a part of the great Empire on 
which “the Sun never sets,” some 
Canadians view their neighbors on the 
south, as people to be tolerated, if not 





respected. During the years since the 
World War, when England has refused 
to acknowledge or pay her war debts, 
no leader in Canada has suggested that 
the Empire make a sincere effort to 
redeem thé obligations made under 
honorable contract. . . . 

The space allotted for this sketch has 
now been consumed. An abrupt con- 
clusion is necessary. It is hoped that 
sufficient has been written to show that 
a study of Anton Johanson’s life and 
prophecies is, to say the least, worth- 
while and stimulating. 

According to Mr. Carlson, Anton 
Johanson departed this life January 3, 
1929, having reached the age of nearly 
71 years. His “tabernacle” was laid to 
rest in the church cemetery at Lebesby, 
Norway, but the “memory of this de- 
voted servant of God is still fresh in the 
hearts of those with whom he came in 
contact, and his message lives on.”

“its setup perfected in practically every 
city in the United States,” (2) On Jan- 
uary 1, 1940, it had a “cash fund of 
more than 30 million dollars, and is 
substantially larger at the present time,” 
(3) There has probably “never been a 
finer piece of private organization work 
done in the history of this Country,” 
(4) They have the “records” of “more 
than 14 thousand” individuals and 
groups—cross-indexed and coordinated, 
and (5) “The able men and women who 
direct the League are in possession of 
tremendous power.”

(WASHINGTON COMMENT) 


T are we preparing for?” asks 
a Washington analyst. “The ques- 
tion pops up every day. The answer 
is not very clear, even in the minds of 
officials. 


“They talk a lot around the subject. 
The Caribbean—a victorious Germany 
might claim some territory. Latin Amer- 
ica—Nazi plots might create pro-Ger- 
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man regimes. Iceland, Greenland, Can- 
ada invasion—possible, but a thin fear. 
Orient—Japan will proceed southward, 
and the U. S. may challenge. Europe— 
intentions of getting into war to help 
Britain are denied, formally and offi- 
cially, but there is growing unofficial 
talk within our government to the ef- 
fect that this may be desirable later. 


“These things are in the minds of of- 
ficials, on their tongues, in private dis- 
cussions.” 


Another observer at the Nation’s 
Capital writes: “William Allen White, 
chairman of the ‘Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies,’ predicts 
overwhelming defeat for the Republi- 
can Party if it becomes the ‘peace par- 
ty.’ A check of several hundred mem- 
bers of White’s Committee discloses 
that they are wealthy holders of foreign 
investments, those with international 
banking connections, radicals of all 
hues, pink and yellow Protestant Min- 
isters, Rabbis, and many of the old 
League of Nations crew. 


“For many years, White has been a 
leading pacifist and supporter of red 
‘peace propaganda.’ He was an endors- 
er of ‘Professional Patriots,’ a viciously 
subversive pamphlet, and one of the at- 
tackers of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Republic. He also was a member 
of the Free-thinker’s Ingersoll Commit- 
tee, and his radical record is in The 
Red ‘Network. Now White is ranting 
for war, and perhaps his turn-about- 
face is explained by Porter Sargent with 
this confidential letter from a Kansas 
banker: 


“ ‘William Allen White has been one 
of the biggest curses in Kansas politics 
since I was a boy. He has been on the 
side of every silly reform that has been 
proposed in Kansas during his time. 
He has no sense of sportsmanship 
whatsoever. He dabbles in politics con- 
stantly and has substantial influence 
which is most unfortunate. He can 
make the cruelest remarks of any news- 
paperman in these parts, and he shriv- 
els up into a little ball of nothing at 
the slightest criticism of himself. About 
the time Harvard gave him an honor- 
ary Doctor’s degree, he made the wide- 
ly published statement that although 
age was creeping up on him he ‘had no 
fear of death but only of senility,’ 
which made me snort aloud for he was 
probably the only known member of 
the human race who was senile before 
he was adolescent.’ ” 


United States Senator Wheeler said 
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in a recent speech: “Day by day we 
see more and more statements inciting 
us to join the Allies. Of course the 
writers don’t think we ought to send 
troops. Not yet. Simply start off by 
sending pianes and supplies and then 
the American taxpayers’ money. The 
only trouble is you can’t put your 
shirt-tail into a clothes-wringer and 
then pull it out suddenly while the 
wringer keeps turning .. . 

“In this war, as in the last war, the 
victors will be the Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse—Famine, Disease and 
Death. . Starvation and poverty will 
hold sway throughout Europe. If Hit- 
ler wins he will have the same prob- 
lems that the Allies will have if they 
win—feeding hungry populations, en- 
deavoring to prevent great revolutions 
from sweeping through the conquered 
countries.

ONE OF THE most courageous deeds 
of the Dies Committee thus far, 
was to publish the names and positions 
held, by 563 different federal employees, 
known to be members of a certain Com- 
munistic organization. 


In his book “The Fifth Column in 
Washington” (Price 25 cents . . . De-

Kamp, reprints this list. 


At the time the names were released, 
Congressman Dies said that the head 
of the Washington branch of the organ- 
ization declared there were actually 700 
a, employees on the membership 
roll. 


“But the list we secured from him 
only contained the names of 563 Gov- 
ernment employees,” continues Mr. 
Dies. “Can it be true that some of the 
names on that membership list were too 
big for release to the public?” 


And Mr. Kamp adds: “It would be 
interesting to learn who some of these 
big names were. They must have been 
pretty big, because the list which was 
made public contained the names of 
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some officials who were receiving as 
much as $10,000 a year.” 


While checking over the list, one can 
not help but be impressed with the 
scarcity of staunch American families. 
The columns are full of names pro- 
nounceable only with an accent. Those 
listed as receiving from $4,000 to $8,000 
per year, for most part, have Jewish 
names. As the Christian patriot con- 
siders this matter, he comes to wonder 
if after all, the New Deal is a Jew Deal.

Kamp’s book appears to be, it is only 
one phase of a lively treatise which 
heroically defends true Americanism 
against the infiltration of Communist, 
Fascist and Nazi. propaganda and the- 
ories of government.

“Jewish advertisers in the paper who 
sought the League’s counsel following 
publication of the editorial, were ad- 
vised of the editor’s desire to correct 
the impression made by his words. It 
was emphasized that this was a case in 
which the advertisers, by showing the 
proper spirit of understanding and tol- 
erance of the editor’s mistake, could 
cooperate in closing the incident satis- 
factorily.”

({BORGE Herbert spoke of the Bible 
as “The Book of books, the store- 
house and magazine of life and com- 
fort, the Holy Scriptures.” The most 
highly prized book in all the world is 
the Bible. 


Centuries roll by, generations pass 
away, wars come and go, but the Bible 
has remained and still remains the best 
seller. The best-loved book is the per- 
sonal Bible, the one that has been read 
and re-read, underlined, perhaps dog- 
eared, maybe with penciled notes in the 
margin, — in other words, a personal- 
ly marked Bible. That is the way to 
become familiar with the Holy work. 
Expository volumes are of importance 
to the student, but the actual words in 
the Bible itself, the precious texts, the 
promises, the prophecies, these are 
things to be fastened ineffaceably in 
the memory. 


All sorts of devices have been ‘ap- 
plied as helps in this direction, but 
there is nothing we have seen that so 
completely satisfies the reader’s needs 
as the “MARKED BIBLE,” prepared 
by J. Gilchrist Lawson, who, many 
years ago, started to mark his own 
Bible and then got hold of the idea 
that instead of marginal notes and 
references, or in addition to these, 
colored inks could be used.

Silence In Heaven

ILENCE in heaven is a portentous 
sign. Men have yet to learn that 
God’s silence is the evidence of His 
Sovereignty, a sign of Grace restraining 
Judgment. 


There are at least five instances in 
Scripture of a silence in heaven which 
preceded some mighty act of God. Let 
us consider them and learn somewhat of 
the ways of God. 


First ... The Silence which preceded 
earth’s human Habitation. 


How long a period elapsed between 
Genesis 1:1 when God created the hea- 
ven and the earth, and Genesis 1:2 





when the earth became without -form 
and void, or the duration of that per- 
iod continued, we do not know. Per- 
haps many millennia. It remains a time 
unknown except that the earth was 
empty, and darkness covered God’s ori- 
ginal creation. It is a time of great sil- 
ence. 


Then the Spirit of God began to move 
and the long silence was broken, “And 
God said, Let there be light: and there 
was light.” From there on, the earth 
was refashioned and refurnished for the 
habitation of that creature whom God 
created and called Adam. So, preced- 
ing man’s creation there was silence 
and darkness. When God again began

A late book devoted to exposing and opposing the “enemy within 
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to work the silence was broken, and His 
Name runs through the first chapter 
of Genesis like shafts of eternal light. 


Second ... The Silence which preced- 
ed Incarnation. 


The cannon of Old Testament Scrip- 
ture was closed shortly after the days 
of Nehemiah’s labors. Through Nehe- 
miah’s efforts many moral changes were 
wrought in Israel and they were sepa-: 
rated from many evils of the day. But 
Malachi reveals the spiritual state of 
the people and demonstrates what has 
been evident many times in history — 
that there may be a pharasaical sep- 
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aration from evil without a true separa- 
tion to God. 


With the last words of Malachi there 
is silence from heaven for four hun- 
dred years. The last verses of his 
prophecy reveal the degeneration of the 
people and the pronouncement of a 
curse. Four hundred years later, the 
record is resumed with the generation 
of Jesus Christ, Son of David, Son of 
Abraham, Son of God, and the procla- 
mation of blessing. 


During those four hundred years it 
may have seemed that God had for- 
gotten His promise of a Redeemer. Not 
so. They were years of silent gesta- 
tion which culminated in the Divine 
Incarnation. The “dayspring from on 
high” visited His people. 


Third . . . The Silence which pre- 
ceded Reconciliation. 


There are three ominous occasions 
upon which our Lord was silent when 
questioned. In Mark 14:60,61 the high 
priest asked: “Answerest thou nothing? 
What is it which these Witness against 
thee? But he held his peace, and an- 
swered nothing.” The Lord Jesus was 
silent against false witnesses as to His 
teaching. Men still bare false wit- 
ness about His doctrine. But He re- 
mains silent! 


In Luke 23:9 it is written that Herod 


death of His Son.” “Through Him we 
have now received the reconciliation.” 


Reconciliation is the finished work 
of the Cross. God could not have 
spoken to sinners who were His ene- 
mies, except in judgment, prior to the 
work of reconciliation. So He was 
silent. Now reconciliation is accomp- 
lished, God has reconciled us to Him- 
self and an opened heaven displays a 
throne of grace. 


Fourth . . . The Silence which pre- 
cedes and accompanies Revelation. 


Let us turn to Hebrews 1:1,2 and 
read: “God, who at sundry times and 
in divers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, Hath 
in these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son, whom he hath appointed heir of 
all things, by whom also he made the

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worlds.” For nearly two thousand 
years now, the heavens have been sil- 
ent. Why? 


Sir Robert Anderson wrote a book 
which he called “The Silence of God.” 
Its first sentence reads: “A silent heaven 
is the greatest mystery of our exist- 
ence.” 
lation. The natural man can not fig- 
ure it out. Why is heaven silent? 
If you will read again Hebrews 1:1-4, 
which is all one sentence, I think some 
inkling of the reason may be found. 
There are two verbs in the sentence, 
“hath spoken” and “sat down” and 
they both have the Son as their sub- 
ject. The first leads to Him, the second 
flows from Him. 


God has spoken Himself silent in 
His Son. All God’s purposes, promis- 
es and performances are centered in 
His Son. “What think ye of Christ?” 
God has nothing more to say until that 
question is answered. 


What more can he say 
Than to you he hath said 
To you, who for refuge 
To Jesus have fled? 


Finally . . . The Silence which pre- 
cedes the Annunciation. 


In Revelation 8:1 are these words: 
“And when he had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven about 
the space of half an hour.” That is 
all that is to occur at the opening of 
the seventh seal. Under each of the 
preceding seals, some calamity came 
upon the earth. As the seventh seal 
was opened, there was silence in hea- 
ven. 


What a contrast between the scene 
in heaven in Revelation 5:7-10 when 
the Lamb came forth and took the 
book to open the seals, and this scene 
in heaven (Rev. 8:1) when the seals 


have all been broken and the book 
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finally lies open. When the Lamb took 
the book there were rejoicings and a 
new song. When the book is open to 
the gaze of heaven, there is silence. The 
Trumpets contain all the judgments of 
God and bring us to the time of Christ’s 
Kingdom. All recorded after Chapter 
11:18 is merely a detailed account of 
what has already taken place, until we 
come to chapter twenty. 


As the heavenly hosts actually see 
the record of man’s iniquity and au- 
dacity, and realize the judgments about 
to come on the earth, there is breath- 
less silence in heaven. Little do we 
comprehend, less are we able to de- 
scribe, the awfulness of sin or the se- 


verity of judgment which shall come 
upon those who defy God and persist 
in their wilful pursuits. Even heaven 
is speechless before such knowledge. 
Not again do the four and twenty elders 
speak, until after the Trumpets have 
sounded and the great jubilee has come, 
as described in Revelation 11:16. 


As we contemplate: the marvel and 
mercy of the silence in heaven (a 
silence that never exults in judgment, 
never gloats over man’s suffering, and 
never betrays even the worst sinners) 
shall we not say with Habakkuk, “The 
Lord is in his holy temple: let all the 
earth keep silence before him.” 
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(THE causes behind recent upheavals 

in Rumania are very deep and 
long-standing. The roots of the trouble 
reach far into Europe’s history. 


The articles from New York news- 
papers, reproduced below, show that 
the present perplexing situation is. 
wrapped up with the Jewish problem. 
Events in Rumania came as a tidal 
wave of reaction against domination of 
the country’s press, radio, finance — 
even the King’s Palace — by interna- 
tional Jews. 


Americans should not be deluded by 
false news. Who are the refugees com- 
ing into the United States? Why? 
Note the large number of foreign jour- 
nalists fleeing to this Country! These 
writers are the same kind who are 
doping Americans through our press. 
Will the people wake up now? Or will 
we be sadder, but wiser, when it is too 
late? 


The following article shows how seri- 
ous the situation was three years ago. 
(Reprint from New York Herald Tri- 
bune of Aug. 19, 1937) 
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JEWS UNDER RUMANIAN FIRE 


“Bucharest, Rumania, Aug. 18, 1937, 
by telephone to the Herald Tribune. 


“A strongly Anti-Semitic stand was 
taken today by the Greek Orthodox 
Church of Rumania. Its Supreme 
head, Patriarch Miron Christen, a form- 
er Russian Regent, issued the follow- 
ing statement: 


“*The Jews have caused an epidemic 
of corruption and social unrest. They 
monopolize the press, which, with the 
aid of foreign help, permanently flays 
all the spiritual treasures of the Ru- 
manians. 


“ ‘One feels like crying with pity for 
the good Rumanian Nation, whose very 
marrow has been sucked from its bones 
by the Jews. 

“‘To defend ourselves is a National 
and Patriotic duty — not Anti-Semitic. 


“ ‘Lack of measures to get rid of this 
plague would indicate that we are like 
cowards who let ourselves be carried 
alive to our graves. 


“Why should Jews enjoy the privi- 
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lege of living like parasites on our 
backs? Why should we not get rid 
of these parasites who suck Rumanian 
Christian blood? It is logical and holy 
to react against them. To dislocate 
Arabs from their homes in Palestine 
for the sake of the Jews is neither 
right nor humane. The duty of a 
Christian is to love himself first and to 
see that his needs are satisfied. Only 
then can he help his neighbors if he 
approaches him with a clean soul and 
in a spirit of good-neighborliness. .. .’ 


“The statement was published in the 
Bucharest Daily ‘Ourentul’ which in- 
terviewed the Patriarch. The whole 
national press reproduced on the front 
page the words of the church leader. 


“In view of the enormous influence 
of the clergy in Rumania, nearly nine- 
ty per cent of whose population are pro- 
foundly devout peasants, the Patri- 
arch’s Declaration of War against the 
Jews is expected to intensify consider- 
ably the Anti-Semitic feeling prevail- 
ing in this country.”

Patriarch, the Daily News (N.Y.) Mon- 


day, July 1, 1940, in an United Press |f 
dispatch from Bucharest, dated June|} 


30, stated that refugees arriving from 
Bessarabia and Bucovina told of “wild 


rioting by left-wing elements in the | J 


ceded areas, burning and pillaging of 
churches, shooting of political oppon- 
ents and maltreatment of priests be- 
fore Russian troops occupied the cities. 
They said that between departure of 
Rumanian officials and arrival of Rus- 
sian troops in the two provinces, ‘mobs 
of Jews and Communists’ overpowered 
prison guards and released hundreds of 
extreme left-wing agitators who then 
ran riot, burning churches and private 
homes, attacking police stations and 
stoning refugee trains.” 


“A government communique, the As- 
sociated Press said, told of a great trek 
of Jews from old Rumania into the 
Red-occupied territory, declaring that 
7,600 Jews had crossed the Ungheni 
nine over the Prut River on Sunday 
alone. 


“One refugee from Bessarabia said 
that as he hurried toward the railroad 
Station he saw two orthodox priests 
shot down by ‘rioting Communists’ as 
they sought shelter in their chapel at 
Kishineff. 


“Latest arrivals declared that the 
mayor of Cernauti was fatally wounded 
and that Dr. Gub Ach, described as a 
Well-known Jewish Communist lawyer, 
was immediately chosen to replace him. 


“Soviet authorities disclaimed all re- 
Sponsibility for what occurred during 
“xe chaos, pointing out that atrocities 
Teported by refugees were inflicted by 
elements not under Soviet control. 


“Rumanian authorities, on the other 


#4 hand, said the atrocities never could 


be forgotten and that they had not been 
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given time to avoid unnecessary trou- 
ble. 

“Unconfirmed reports said that the 
famous cathedral at Cernauti had been 
set on fire. Father Isimedrea, Bishop 
of Chernowitz, recently elected by the 
Holy Synod of Rumania, was known 
to have used his political influence 
against Communists.”

From the Herald Tribune, Monday, 
July 1, 1940, captioned: “Riots Re- 
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ported Preceding Reds in Bessarabia — 
Refugees Say Leftists Shoot Priests, 
Loot Churches as Rumanian Officials 
Flee” it is stated that “Refugees ar- 
riving here (Bucharest) from Bessa- 
rabia and Bucovina told today of riot- 
ing by left-wing elements in which, they 
said, priests were shot and churches 
burned and pillaged . . . The refugees 
declared that ‘mobs of Jews and Com- 
munists’ and other groups overpower- 
ed prison guards at Cernauti and re-

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leased hundreds of Leftist agitators 
who set fire to churches and private 
homes. Two priests were shot in one 
Bessarabian city and the mayor of 
Cernauti was killed and replaced by a 
radical lawyer, Dr. Gub Ach, the refu- 
gees said.” 


From this same issue of the Herald 
Tribune, an Associated Press dispatch 
from Berlin, July 1, 1940 (Monday) D. 
N.B., the official German news agency, 
reported that several hundred persons 
were killed Sunday at Galati, Rumania, 
when the Rumanian Army put down an 
armed Jewish uprising. The German 
radio listed the number of dead at 
about 600, with many more wounded. 


The New York Times, September 9, 
1940, by special cable report from La 
Paz, Bolivia, of September 8, under 
caption, “Bolivian Bill To Bar Jews 
Wins Approval,” carried an article from 
which the following is taken: 


“After a long debate the Chamber of 
Deputies approved the first reading of 
a bill by which immigration permits in 
favor of Jews would be cancelled ‘in 
general and without exception,’ includ-

ing permits already granted. The bill 
was introduced by a group of ‘indepen- 
dent’ deputies who assert that the ‘Jews 
are an unhealthful element’ because of 
their ‘selfish social, racial and moral 
principles.’ 

“During the debate it was stated that 
more than 13,000 Jews had entered 
Bolivia since the beginning of the Nazi 
persecution, most of them allegedly 
having made false declarations claiming 
farmer status. ... Senor Mercado added 
that the ‘Jews bribe the consuls,’ refer- 
ring to last year’s immigration scandal.” 


* * * 


Things take place every passing day, 
which indicate with unmistakable clear- 
ness that the Jewish question is at the 
bottom of the changes now occurring in 
all parts of the world. The nations 
have struggled in the coils of Jewish 
economic, political ard financial control 
for centuries. What a tragedy that the 
solution of this problem should be 
making such demands upon human life! 


May God grant that our beloved U. 
S.A., shall meet the situation with edu- 
cation, enlightenment and a spiritual 
awakening, instead of bombs, bullets 
and bloodshed. 








Who Will Go In The Rapture? 


Dr. T. J. McCrossan, Seattle, Wash. 





N MY BOOK, The Great Tribulation, 

we give five reasons why all born 
again Christians must be caught away 
before the great Tribulation begins. 
Here we will present briefly three of 
these reasons: 


I. Because the twenty-four Elders, 
seen in Heaven in Rev. 4:4 before the 
great Tribulation of Rev. 6 to 19 had 
begun, represent the complete Raptured 
Church. We know this: 


1. Because they are human beings, 
and not spirits. The Greek word for 
“elder” is presbuteros, a word derived 
from presbeuo—to be older. Then 
these twenty-four Elders are persons 
who are affected by age, and therefore 
not spirits. Again they have human 
faces (prosopa). See Rev. 11:16. 


2. These Elders represent the Rap- 
tured Church, because they have all 
been redeemed by the blood of Christ 
out of every people and nation. (Rev. 
5:9). As Christ died to redeem men 
and angels, we know these twenty-four 
Elders must represent the whole redeem- 
ed Church. 


3. Again we know these twenty-four 
Elders represent the Raptured Church, 
because they are seated on thrones 
round about God’s throne, and. have 
been made kings and priests unto God; 
and are yet to reign on the earth (Rev. 
4:4 and Rev. 5:10). 

4. Again these Elders must represent 
the whole Raptured Church, because 
they alone come into the Saints’ Judg- 
ment of Rev. 20:4: “And I saw 
thrones, and they (the twenty-four Eld- 
ers) sat upon them, and judgment 
(krima) was given unto them”—the 
twenty-four Elders, as they alone, in all 
Revelation, are ever seen sitting upon 
thrones. See Rev. 4:4, and Rev. 11:16. 


Daniel prophesied regarding this 
krima Judgment for the Saints. Dan. 
7:22, “Until the Ancient of days (Christ) 
came, and judgment (krima in Septua- 
gint) was given to the saints of the 
Most High and the time came that the 
saints possessed the kingdom.” 


Yes, this krima Judgment is for “the 
saints of the Most High,” and Rev. 20:4 
assures us that only the twenty-four 
Elders will be in this Judgment; there- 
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fore they must represent the whole 
church. Peter also tells us of this 
krima Judgment for the Saints. 1 Pet, 
4:17, “For the time is come that judg- 
ment (krima) must begin at the house 
of God.” Then these twenty-four Eld- 
ers assuredly do represent the complete 
Raptured Church, as they alone will be 
in the Saints’ Judgment of Rev. 20:4, j 


Here some are sure to ask: Why has 
Christ chosen to let only twenty. 
four Elders represent His complete 
Raptured Church? (This question is 
answered in the book, “The Great Trib- 
ulation.”) 


Since these twenty-four Elders do re- 
present the whole Raptured Church, and 
are taken to Heaven, out of this world, 
before the great Tribulation of Rev. 6 
to 19 begins, let no one ever persuade q 
you, dear reader, that any part of 
Christ’s church will pass through the 
Great Tribulation. 


II. Again Rev. 19:7 and 8 fully as- 
sures us—if we had no other proof— 
that all born again Saints must go up in 
the Rapture, and not the Spirit-filled 
only. 


Rev. 19:7, “Let us be glad and re- 
joice, and give honor to Him; for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and His 
wife (the Church—Eph. 5:22-32) hath 
made herself ready. (8) And to her (the 
Church) was granted that she should 
be arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white: for the fine linen is the right- 
eousness of the saints.” 


Who are the Saints? Phil. 1:1, “To 
all the saints in Christ Jesus.” Then all 
who are in Christ (all who have eternal | 
life) are Saints. 


And what is this fine linen which is 
the righteousness of the Saints? or the 
Saints’ wedding garment? Does this 
righteousness belong to all real Chris- 
tians, or only to the Spirit-filled? The 
Greek word here for righteousness, 
dikaiomata, settles this whole question. 
Dikaiomata is the plural form of dikai- 
oma. This noun comes from the verb 
dikaioo—I justify, the very verb found 
in Rom. 5:1, “Therefore being justified 4 
by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” In 
Rom. 5:16, we find this very same noun, 
dikaioma: “And not as it was by one 
that sinned, so is the gift: for the judg- 
ment was by one to condemnation, but 
the free gift is of many offences unto 
justification (dikaioma).”

Then this wedding garment, or justi- 
fication (dikaioma), is that righteous- 
ness of Christ which has satisfied divine 
justice, and which all Saints receive, as 
a free gift from their Lord, the very 
moment they accept Christ by faith 
(Rom. 5:16). 

But why is this word, dikaiomata, 
plural? Because all Saints have now 
received this same free gift of justifica- 
tion (dikaioma) when they accepted 
Christ by faith; and so, in the aggregate, 
it makes millions of justifications—this 
being God’s free gift to every Saint at 
hjs or her conversion.

HAVE before us a penetrating 
indictment of the sinister interests, 
responsible for turning a modern in- 
vention into an instrument for the pro- 
motion of crime and immorality. The 
Foreword of this book was written by 
a converted movie actress. 


Mr. Sumrall places his reader on 
the inside of a “Synagogue” of the 
Silver Screen, and there flashes before 
him a graphic word-picture of the 
devastating effects the motion picture 
industry is having upon modern civili- 
zation. A brilliant array of evidence is 
presented, showing the movies to be an 
important breeding-place of crime and 
vice of every form. The book con- 
tains no pleasant message. It is a 
slashing, warlike attack upon a vicious, 
perverted system. 


The following word of warning proves 
that the Author is conversant with 
the racial elements involved .. . in- 
dicating that he has no sympathy with 
the powerful Jews who are responsi- 
ble for the crimes thus perpetrated 
against the Gentile and Christian mass- 
es: “It would be well just here to cau- 
tion the operators of filmdom, who in 
an overwhelming majority are ‘descend- 
ants of Jacob,’ that their brethren in 
Europe and other parts of the globe, 
are being divinely purged at present, 
owing to their complete disregard of the 
religion of their fathers, of God and of 
their fellow-man.

This polemic is a scholarly refuta- 
tion of the claims of Modernism and 
materialism. For sixteen years a mis- 
sionary to China, the Author is now en- 
gaged in special Bible lecture work at 
Wheaton College. 

“Fundamentalism and Modernism are 
two -comparatively recent names for 
two very ancient states of mind.” Upon 
this premise, Dr. Graham builds a 
solid case for the Fundamentalist. He 


‘declares Modernism to be a re-state- 


ment of Satan’s approach, “Yea, hath 
God said” — a brand of skepticism 
that has existed for centuries. Nor is 
Fundamentalism something new. It af- 
firms adherence to a set of principles 
that are eternal. ‘ 

There is nothing superficial about 
the pamphlet. In a logical and method- 
ical manner, it digs deep into scientific 
discoveries and admits only the kind of 
evidence that will pass the laboratory 
test. Its “expert testimony” consists of 
men versed in both science and theo- 
logy.

HERE is a scholarly and deeply 

spiritual volume, by an Author 
who enjoys a rich ministry as Bible 
teacher and Evangelist; he has also 
earned a degree of recognition in the 
field of scientific research. 


Dr. Rimmer’s defense of the Scrip- 
tures in the “lawsuit brought by skept- 
ics against the Bible,” held in the 
Fourth Municipal Court in New York, 
aroused nationwide attention and re- 
sulted in “legally establishing the posi- 
tion for all time, of all who hold the 
Word of God to be inerrant.” 


In the present volume, our Lord’s 
prayer — the prayer perfect — is brok- 
en into its component parts and rever- 
ently discussed in a manner you would 
expect of a trained scientific mind.

The Author lived twelve years 
under the Hammer and Sickle. His 
parents, Rev. and Mrs. John Voronaeff, 
are at this moment, languishing in the 
hell of a Soviet concentration camp, on 
the rim of the arctic circle—if indeed, 
they are still alive. 


These pages reveal stark horror. They 
reveal Communism in its native savag- 
ery.

I asked 
the driver what had happened to these 
people. There were about twenty bodies 
in the pile. He replied, ‘I do this every 
morning.’ It required quite an effort for 
me to inspect that sleigh, but I saw in 
this heap of human wreckage middle- 
aged kulaks, and other men whose fea- 
tures, cold as they were, showed them 
unmistakably to have been intellectual 
persons. The bodies were blue from 
cold, and mostly skin and bones. Des- 
perate fellow prisoners had snatched 
away the remnants of their clothing.”

Luke And His Gospel 


Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1:1; Col. 4:14; 
2 Tim. 4:lla 


OLDEN TEXT: “It seemed good to 
me also ... to write... that thou 
mightest know the certainty of those 
things, wherein thou hast been instruct- 
ed.” (Luke 1:3-4) 


The Gospels should be studied ac- 
cording to their characteristics. We 
will then discover why we have four 
Gospels. The inquiring mind asks, 
Why four and not two, cr three, 
and why would not one Gospel be 
sufficient? The Gospels were written 
for four classes: Matthew wrote for the 
Jew; Mark wrote for the Roman; Luke 
wrote for the Greek; John wrote to 
the Church and to all classes. 


In four great characters, each of 
whom completes the other three, we 
have Jesus Christ Himself. The Evan- 
gelists never describe Christ. They set 
Him forth. They do not express per- 
sonal opinions about Him; they pre- 
fer to let Him speak and act for Him- 
self. 


Matthew presents Christ to the Jews 
as their King. “Behold thy King.” 
(Zech 9:9) Mark presents Him to the 
Romans as Jehovah’s Servant. “Behold 
my servant.” (Isa. 42:1) 


Luke presents Jesus to the Greeks as 
the Man. “Behold the man.” (Zech. 
6:12) He presents Him as the human- 
Divine One. The key-phrase is “Son 
of Man,” and the key-verse is Luke 
19:10. In harmony with this intent, 
. Luke relates those things concerning 
Jesus which reflect His true humanity. 
His genealogy is traced to Adam, and 
a detailed account is given of His 
mother. Luke records thifteen parables 
and seven miracles not found in the 
other Gospels. To them he gives a 
distinctively human note. 


Three things contributed to Luke’s 
qualifications. (1) He was of Greek 
origin. (2) He was a physician (Col. 
4:14) and his profession required him 
to be a man of culture, while it brought 
him into sympathetic relations with 
suffering humanity. His descriptions 
of diseases, and accounts of cures 
wrought by Christ and the apostles, 
have more of a technical nature than 
the other Gospels. (3) He was a com- 
panion of Paul. This had a very im- 
portant bearing on his work. In the 
Acts of the Apostles he uses the plural 





“we” thus denoting that close con- 
nection (Acts 16:9-17). But Luke 
never mentions his own name in his 
writings. 

Luke was a preacher as well as a 
physician . . . “God has called us to 
preach the gospel.” The call to preach 
in Macedonia was answered by Luke 
as well as by Paul, Silas and Timo- 
thy. Luke and Job were the only two 
writers of the Bible who were not Jews. 
Luke was a Greek. If Job wrote 
as contemporary of Abraham, as many 
believe, the Israelitish race had not 
been established at that time.

The Boyhood of Jesus 
Luke 2:40-52 








OLDEN TEXT: “And Jesus in- 

creased in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man.” (Luke 
2:52) 


Writers of the Gospels were divinely 
guided in recording but one event in 
the life of our Lord, previous to the 
time of His public ministry. The 
curtain rises but Jesus steps upon the 
stage only for a few moments. We 
do not see or hear Him again for 
eighteen years. In the study of His 
life, how much this one scene means to 
us! 


They supposed that Jesus was in 
the company of Galileans, doubtlessly 
large, and had proceeded some dis- 
tance before they discovered He was 
missing. Is this suggestive of the fact, 
that we may mistakenly assume that 
Christ is with us, and later be led to 
see there is no trace of Him in our 
lives? We do not find Him in our 
dead faith, our lack of consecration, 
our prayerless life, our worldliness, and 
we awaken to the realization that He 
is lost to us. 


Our religious life may be so per- 
functory as to be devoid of real spirit- 
ual significance.. The writer heard of a 
Minister of the Gospel who said he 
preached for several years before he 
discovered he was not a Christian. 


Jesus was doubtless one of a com- 
pany gathered about the learned doc- 
tors. It would be interesting to know 
the questions of the boy Jesus. They 
may have been suggested by the Pass- 
over Feast. He may have asked con- 
cerning the typical significance of the 
Passover, which would have its ful- 
fillment in Himself.

“Astonished at his understanding” 
(verse 47). The word, “understanding” 
signifies “to bring together,” the quality 
of mind which combines. In this pro- 
cess is the perception of facts, as they 
stand in their proper relations. If the 
question had to do with the Passover, 
He would not simply note the fact of 
the sacrifice, but why the sacrifice .., 
the underlying principle. 

“And he said” (verse 49). And what 
He said is the first recorded utterance 
of Jesus that has come down to us, 
His statement is an answer to His 
mother’s question asking why He caus- 
ed them so much suffering. He ex- 
pressed surprise that they did not know 
where He was. They should have 
known that He must be in His Father's 
house. “That I must be about my 
Father’s business,” would indicate His 
Messianic consciousness. 


The words of Simeon (Luke 2:34), 
“This child is set for the fall and rising 
again of many in Israel,” simply meant 
that Christ would be a stumbling-block 
to some (Isa. 8:14; Matt. 21:42,44; 
Rom. 9:33; I Peter 2:6-8), whereas He 
would be the cause of rising, of re- 
newal of life, to others (Rom. 6:4, 9; 
Eph. 2:6). Judas despairs, Peter re- 
pents; one thief blasphemes, the other 
confesses. Jesus is the Magnet of the 
ages. He draws some; He repels oth- 
ers.

The Message of John the 
Baptist 
Luke 3:3, 8-17, 21-22 








OLDEN TEXT: “Bring forth there- 
fore fruits worthy of repentance.” 
(Luke 3:8) 


John the Baptist was the son of godly 
parents and of full priestly descent. His 
mother Elizabéth was cousin to the 
mother of Jesus, and thus related to our 
Lord. While he was of the priestly 
tribe of Levi, Jesus came of the royal 
tribe of Judah. 
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John, more than any other, reminds 
us of Elijah the prophet. He was not 
Elijah as he states in John 1:21. How- 
ever Jesus, speaking of John the Bap- 
tist, said, “Elias is come already, and 
they knew him not.” (Matt. 17:12) 
However, as in Mal. 3:1; 4:5-6, the pre- 
diction fulfilled in John the Baptist, and 
that yet to be fulfilled in Elijah, are 
kept distinct. John the Baptist had 


- come already “in the — and power 


of Elijah.” 


“Preaching the baptism of repent- 
ance” (verse 3) denotes that the bap- 
tism will be the outward seal or symbol 
of the internal state of repentance. They 
were not repentant because they were 
baptized, but were baptized because 
they were repentant . . . repentance be- 
ing the ground of baptism, and not 
baptism the ground of repentance. 


“We have Abraham to our father” 
(verse 8). John pictures some of his 


_ hearers offsetting the call to repentance 


by this claim. The Jews had so ex- 
alted a conception of their privilege 
as children of Abraham, that they 
could scarcely believe it possible for 
them to be lost. 


Christ taught them that Abraham’s 


dicate His f ® seed had no exclusive offer of salva- 
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tion. (Matt. 8:11-12) And John warns 
them that because they were descended 
from so holy a man as Abraham, their 
righteousness is not thereby establish- 
ed. Righteousness is not transmitted, 
not inherited. It matters not whose de- 
scendants you are; righteousness is a 
personal affair.

John’s testimony to the Messiah. One 
so much greater than John is about to 
appear, that He is not worthy to bear 
His shoes. It was the business of serv- 
ants to take off the shoes of guests 
when they entered a home, and also to 
carry their master’s sandals.

As in the case of Isaac of old, John 
was a child of promise. But like Samu- 
el, John was also a child of prayer.

Hannah prayed for a son. The prayer 
was answered and Samuel became the 
head of the prophetical order. Zac- 
harias prayed for a son. The prayer 
was answered, and years later Jesus 
declared there was no greater prophet 
than John the Baptist. 


The greatness of John. (1) He shall 
be great in God’s sight. How many 
noble souls have had the approval of 
God — yet had little or no standing 
among men. What a joy to have the 
consciousness of Divine acceptance, 
especially when abused by those who 
judge falsely. Real greatness is meas- 
ured by a Divine yardstick. 


(2) When we stop to consider how 
the curse of strong drink has beggared 
and ruined millions of lives, sweeping 
multitudes every year into a black 
eternity, how great is the need of speak- 
ing the word of warning. 


(3) He shall be filled with the Holy 
Spirit (verse 15). The Third Person 
of the Trinity to take possession of his 
life. It is only as we are emptied of 
self, that there can be spiritual infill- 
ing. When God takes possession of our 
lives, we are brought under the regula- 
tive principles of Divine order. Then, 
and then only, will we reach a course 
of right living. 

(4) “Many shall he turn to the Lord 
their God” (verse 16). Another ele- 
ment of John’s greatness was his labors 





in the service of God. His was a 


peculiar, an outstanding mission . . . the 
forerunner of the Saviour of mankind. 


The law of good and evil in the 
moral world is illustrated in the realm 
of nature: It is not in the nature of 
things, for a tree to bring forth fruit 
that belongs to a tree of a different 
order. A tree, to be true to its na- 
ture, reproduces itself. In the world of 
nature, the contrary does not happen. 
A bramble bush, says Jesus, cannot 
grow figs. 


Luke 1:45. Here is a remarkable 
verse, to be used as the foundation of 
a talk to young people. If we 
are going to live a life overflowing 
with blessings to others, then the secret
